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— Man — The only animal that 
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Illinois became the 21st state 
to join the Union, in December 
Of 1818. 

There were no white settlers 
in this northern area of Illinois 
because up to this time it had 
been considered as part of the 
Wisconsin, territory which had 
been deeded to the Indians by a 
former treaty. 

The . Pottawatomie Indians 
continued "to live in the. area 
until after 1833 when they 
signed the Grand Treaty which 
- deeded all lands in the state of 
Illinois to the government. This 
treaty was ratified by Congress 
in 1834. 

A FEW dozen white settlers 
built homes in what is now Lake 
County in 1835 and 1836. In late 
summer, 1836, Darius and 
Thomas Gage became the first 
settlers to- build cabins in the 
area of Antioch Township. The 
land they claimed was' on a • 
small creek they named 
Sequoit, , an Indian word 
meaning winding. 7~ '" 

Tbey arrived at this location 



following old Indian paths 
leading toward Milwaukee from 
the shores of Lake Michigan, 
because they had turned 
northwest on a trail leading 
toward Mukwonago, Wis. When 
they arrived in the area around , 
Loon Lake they liked what they 
saw and decided to explore the 
surrounding areas, finally settl- 
ing on Sequoit Creek. 

Thomas Warner also chose a 
homesfte near Loon Lake in 1836 
and built a temporary shelter 
until he could build a log cabin 
the next year. 

None of these settlers stayed 
through the winter of 1836. 
When they returned the 
following summer they were 
joined by more settlers. The 
town was officially named 
Antioch in 1839 by a vote which 
included members of the 
Christian Church called Camp- 
bellites. 

In 1839 a sawmill was built on 

Sequoit Creetby another early 
pioneer, Hiram Buttrick. Also 
in this year the settlers around 
Millbum, in the souteast part of 
Antioch Township, had a 
meeting which resulted in the 
-formation of a Congregational 

-Church which is still in 

operation today. 

Also in 1839 the government 
.surveyed. the area and termed 

the land around Pistakee, 
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3 Saloons

"Grassy" and Marie Lakes as 
swamplands. This caused a 
legal problem because thou- 
sands of these acres were ; 
claimed by settlers who had. 
improved the area and built 
homes and resorts on the land. 
The rights of these people to 
settle this, land and own it was 
not finally determined until 1895 
when the Secretary of the 
Interior ruled these sguatters 
did rigntfuily own the land. 
Many old; family names of the 
area were affected by this, 
decision" - Hatch, -Smith, 
Savage, Felter, Qtfs," Carey,. 
Morley, Eff inger; Westlake and 
others. 

IN EARLY 1840, Daniel Head 
became a pioneer merchant in 
the area. The first post office 
was established in 1846 and a 
local physician, L. D. Gage, 
became the first postmaster. By 
the late 1840s Antioch included 
three stores, three saloons, two 
blacksmith shops, a harness 
and wagon shop, a church and a 
travelers' inn.' 

State Line Road was bu^t in 
184S, helping some of the 
east-west traffic to the Chain of 
Lakes region. With increased 
access and settlers, Antioch 
expanded and held its first town 
election in April of 1850. 
Although there were still some 
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Indians in the area, they were 
always extremely friendly. 

Most of the early settlers 
followed the Whig philosophy. 
and later the ideas of the 
Republican Party. In the 
national election, of 1856,, the 
voters • cast 250 votes for 
.Fremont and 9 for Buchanan. In 
I860, 258 votes for Lincoln were 
recorded and 15 for Douglas. 
, Strong in their personal 
feelings toward President Lin- 
coln and his political philoso- 
phy, hundreds of young men 
answered the call to' arms 
during the Civil War. Thirty-six 
gave their lives during this 
conflict, Antioch Township, 
being mainly an agricultural 
area, was farmed by women, 
children and the elderly during 
this period of history. 

A VERY important event in 
1885 was the building of the 
Wisconsin "Central Railroad- 
through the county and the town 
of Antioch in a north-south 
I direction. This' railroad was 
bought some time later and 



renamed the "Spo Line." It 
remained a link to Chicago for 
passenger service and move- 
ment of the agricultural 
products of the county. It also 
brought great numbers of city 
people out to the lake area 
during the summer to escape 
the noise, heat and dirt of the 
city. 

During these years Antioch 
became known as the "Hub of 
the Lake Region" and made 

* great strides toward becoming . 
a resort community.' Some of 
the finest hostel ries to be* found 
anywhere were built on the 
shores of the lakes in the 
Antioch region. Some of the 
better known resorts were 
Queen of the West and Petite 
Lake Hotel, near Petite Lake. 

■ Bothers Resort, Selters 
Place, Bauers and Pregenzers 
were built near Grassy Lake. 

Herman's Resort, Johnson's 
House, The Cheshire, Kepner's 
Resort and Jurchik's Place 
were built on the shores of Bluff 
Lake. 

Smith's Hotel, Savage's Pa- 
villion, Gifford House and 

• Sylvan House entertained 
guests on the shores of Channel 
Lake. 

Tody's Inn and Dressels, later 
known as Wurz'n Sepp's,- 
catered to patrons near the 
shores of Lake Marie. 

A passenger ship, "The 



Mamie, 1 ' made excursion trips 
around the Chain of Lakes and 
took sightseers to visit the 
famous and rare "Lotus Beds" 
in Grassy Lake. During these 
years hundreds of people from 
Chicago,' .and nearby towns 
bought and built summer homes 
around and near many of the 
local lakes. 

ON FEBRUARY 29, 1892, the 
town of Antioch was incor- 
porated under the. laws of 



Illinois after having voted down 
the idea twice previously. The 
town had originally been 
incorporated in 1857, but that 
incorporation was repealed in 
1865. '.';.. ' ' .-: 

The first school was started in 
1843 and one student was taught 
by Welcome Jilson, the first 
teacher: The year 1892 saw the 
replacement of Antioch's little 
frame one-room school ho use

The price of natural 
gas at the point of produc- 
tion, known as the wellhead, 
makes up only about 20 per* 
cent of the*' cost of gas to 
residential users. 

The Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration .estimates that 
the average homeowner's gas 
bill, which is about $180 a 
year, would increase by only 
$10.21 in 1976, $13.30 in 
1977, and $19.15 in 1978, 
if new gas were, decontrolled.
